lights had just been cut off. The 
men got out of the ca -, walked 5ip 
to the small party of enthusiastic 
leaders. Mrs. Tom Hope, a leader in 
local W. C. T. U. and now acting 
commissioner of accounting and fin­ 
ance, was addressed by the leader 
of the robed party. 
“ We know' what you have stood 
for,” he said, “and w’e know what 
the mission of the Women’s Chris­ 
tian Temperance Union is here. We 
are for you and we wish you suc­ 
cess in your undertaking^.’’ 
He then handed her $5.00 w'hich 
he said was to be used as the; union 
saw fit. The men again shook hands 
with the group, got in their car and 
dashed off. The leader was the only 
man to sp ^ k . 
The car came up on South Broad­ 
way, and is thought to have come 
through the business section of the 
city. It vanished as suddenly as it 
appeared. This is th©; second tim* 
that more than one member of the 
Klan has appeared in the city. Local 
members of the W. C. T. U. believe 
that all the eight men masked were 
Ada citizens. 
Mrs. David addressed an enthus­ 
iastic audience last evening at the 
First Christian church. As a re­ 
sult of her address evejry woman 
present joined the union and sev­ 
en men were made honorary mem­ 
b ra . She is touring" the state in 
the interest of 
temperance 
work 
and was pleased with the interest 
shown in Ada. The W. C. T. U. was 
re-organized hore this week, new- of­ 
ficers elected and work for the com­ 
ing year planned.

Fourteen Texas rangers, who were 
carrying out terms of the procla­ 
mation, were re-enforced today by 
40 men of the headquarters troops,, 
56th cavalry brigade, Texas National 
Guard. Brigadier General„Jacoj^4P. 
Walters of thfc national guard, plac­ 
ed in command of the situation bd 
Governor Nehf, 
said 
the t troops 
would be used in guarding prisoners 
w'hile the search for law violators 
was conducted by the rangers. 
General W alters said municipal 
officials were co-operating with the 
military and that conditions here 
were normal. The present form of 
martial law is a mild one, and 
orders issued by the military empha. 
si zoo are that legitimate business 
shall continue without interruption 
but that there may be no carrying 
of guns or ammunition or idling. 
Street assemblies are prohibited but 
passes are not required in the mili­ 
tary area.

in Ada and thirty-five in outlying 
sections of the county, completely 
reorganize for the approaching cam­ 
paign. 
Final call for a big attendance 
at epch precinct meeting was sent 
out this morning from the office of 
Mrs. Tom Hope, county chairman. 
Seven official representatives con­ 
stituting precinct committees will be 
elected in each case. These are a 
chairman, vice-chairman secretary- 
treasurer and *our delegates to the 
county convention. This is a big de­ 
parture from the old precinct com­ 
mitteemen plan and is expected to 
inject new enthusiasm into th© var­ 
ious units of the county organiza­ 
tions.

CRIMINAL COURT 
OF APPEALS MAY 
RULE ON CHARTER 


A final .test of thq legality of 
Ada’s charter will be made in the 
criminal court of appeals to which 
a case involving the mayor's right 
to assess a fine and costs aggregat­ 
ing more than $20 will be carried 
by City Attorney T. P. Holt. 
County Judge Tai Crawford yes­ 
terday sustained a motion prepared 
by thevdpfense in thq appealed case 
of the city vs. A. 
V. 
Rupprecht, 
Frisco conductor, 
of Sapulpa, 
to 
dismiss the case. Rupprecht, charg­ 
ed with disturbing the peace, was 
finqd 
$28.75, 
including costs, in 
the city court here by Mayor Gary 
Kitchens. The case was carried to 
county court and there dismissed 
upon a contention from the de­ 
fense that the city' acted contrary 
to a state law in this particular. 
The criminal court of appeals, 
counsel for Rupprecht asserted, has 
upheld the position that municipal 
courts cannot exceed the $20 limit. 
The city charter provides that the 
mayor may assess a fine, including 
costs, up to '$100 without jury trial. 
City Attorney Holt announced his 
intention of appealing immediately 
after the defense’s motion was sus­ 
tained.

He may, it is stated, stop in Paris 
enroute to confer with President 
Millerand and M. Poincare, yvho are 
forming a cabinet to succeed the 
French ministry. 
The supreme council today ex­ 
amined the situation created by the 
departure of the French delegation 
and ruled that decisions on which a 
complete agreement had been reach­ 
ed would became operative espec­ 
ially that regarding the Genoa con­ 
ference for which Prem ier Bonomi 
of Italy was charged to issue invita­ 
tions.

One of the knottiest problems the law ever wrestled with 
is how to put a stop to gun toting. The object of the law is 
to disarm dangerous characters, but no matter how drastic a 
statute may be men persist in going about armed. The effect 
of the law has been to a considerable extent to disarm the 
peacefully inclined while the persistent law breaker goes on 
with his gun in his pocket ready to hold somebody up or fight 
a duel with very little provocation. The Fort Smith Southwest 
American suggests as a remedy that a license system be es­ 
tablished. That might enable good citizenship to carry guns 
without incurring heavy penalties, but the man who now car­ 
ries 6ne will go ahead without bothering about a license. Pre­ 
sumably the law would forbid the issuance of a license to a 
recognized bad man, but that would not bother him any. The 
armed tough is a menace to any community and just now his 
tribe is alarmingly numerous everywhere. It really might clear 
the atmosphere if a few good citizens were permitted to carry 
guns and used them effectively occasionally, but the problem 
of complete disarmament is hard to figure out.

Nothing can entirely compensate 
the mothers and wives of the men 
whosq sons and husbands boarded 
dismal transports, endured the rig­ 
ors of active service, and died many 
thousands of miles from home. 


“ I t ’s impossible, but here it is,” was a phrase that be­ 
came common during the strenuous days of the war. W hen 
the glass casket company was organized we were told that it 
was impossible to manufacture successfully a six-foot glass 
casket, but this, too, is now a fact.

The company has labored under many 
handicaps and has had much to do in the way of* experiments 
in order to overcome these obstacles, but the management has 
gone steadily forward. While perhaps all problems have not 
yet been solved to the satisfaction of the management, enough 
has been done to prove that in time the glass casket indus­ 
try will be a big one and the plant at Ada of tremendous 
importance.

Trade Balance Shown 
In Federal Reports 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—A de- 
cruise of nearly $1,000,000,000 in 
the favorable foreign trade balance 
of the United States during 1821, 
was indicated in the foreign trade 
statement from December, issued by 
the commerce department. 
Exports decreased in value in 
1921 by $3,743,000,000 and imports 
by $2,777,OOO,,090, the report said, 
attributing much of the reduction to 
the material decline in last years 
prices of commodities which made 
up the bulk of the country’s foreign 
trade.

OUT-OF-DATE MACHINE 
A committee made up of three mem­ 
bers of the senate and three members 
of the house is now considering the 
whole problem of the organization of 
the executive departments of the gov­ 
ernment* with a view to finding oqt 
how to reorganize them so as to In­ 
crease their efficiency and decrease 
their cost of "operation. 
It is about 
time. 
The great executive depart­ 
ments of the government have not 
been reorganized or greatly modern­ 
ized since Alexander Hamilton’s day. 
Representative Reavis of Nebraska 
Is one of the members of this joint 
congressional committee that is mak­ 
ing tile present Investigation. He put 
the resolution through the house that 
brought about the appointment of the 
committee. 
He is a part of the na­ 
tional government machine and he 
ought to know what he is talking about 
when he says that “while the gov­ 
ernment of the United States is the 
world’s biggest business, it is likewise 
the world’s worst managed business.” 
That is an indictment and a state­ 
ment of fact that will stand the closest 
scrutiny and 
the 
most 
unsparing 
analysis. But listen to Mr. tleavis: 
“Why should the Interior department 
run an insane asylum and a college for 
negroes and a school for the deaf? 
H o w did it get that way Why should 
one personnel in the pension bureau 
in the Interior'department be caring 
for the disabled soldiers of the Civil 
war and the Spanish American war, 
while another personnel in the bureau 
of war risk insurance of the treas­ 
ury Is caring for the veterans of the 
World war? 
Why this hodgepodge of 
totally unrelated purposes which is re­ 
sulting in endless duplication and ap­ 
palling expense?” 
I will let Mr. Reavis go on without 
further interruption. 
As a member 
of the house he has his share of the 
responsibility for the conditions he de­ 
scribes : 
T here 
a re 
39 
sep arate 
governm ental 
agencies handling engineering, arc h itec­ 
tu ra l an d public w orks functions, all o f a 
related kind. T here is no good reason w hy 
all these agencies should n o t be co-ordir 
n ated in one d ep a rtm en t an d ab o u t 38 of 
th e useless o rganizations done aw ay w ith. 
T here are 26 governm ent agencies engaged 
In surveying an d m apping; th ere a re 27 
se p a ra te an d d istin c t'ag en cies engaged In 
public b u ild in g ' operations; th e re a re 16 
agencies authorized to build ro ad s; th e re 
a r s 19 engaged in hyd rau lic co n stru ctio n ; 
th e re a re 16 doing w ork on riv ers; th ere 
a re IO engaged in public land functions; 
th e re a re 15 doing chem ical Investigation 
connected w ith public w ork o p eratio n s; * 
th e re a re 22 doing engineering a n d re ­ 
search. 
$ M any of th ese agencies h av e been in ­ 
a c tiv e fo r a num ber of y ears, b u t th ey 
are keeping up th e ir personnel in an tici­ 
pation of w ork in th e fu tu re. 
W e could 
save $300,000,000 a year, in m y judgm ent, 
by doing away* With useless b u rea u s a n d '' 
duplication o f activities. 
8om s o f th e duplications a re ridicu­ 
lous an d ab su rd . 
F o r instance, th e gov­ 
ern m e n t seeks to p ro tect th e w ild an im als 
in th e n atio n al parks. If a brow n k ad iak 
b ear h a s tw in cubs, one brow n an d one 
b lack , a s often happens, an d one should 
shoot th e brow n cub he m u st m ake his 
settlem en t w ith one dep artm en t, b u t if 
he sh o o ts its full brother, th e black cub, 
he m u st settle w ith an o th er dep artm en t. 
'If you w ere to shoot a fox In A lask a y o u r 
se ttle m en t w ould be w ith th e D ep artm en t 
of A griculture, w hile if you trap p ed th e 
sam e fox you m u st m ake y o u r settlem en t 
w ith th e D ep artm en t of C om m erce. 
T he 
governm ent 
issued 
la s t 
y e a r 
th ro u g h its several b u reau s an d d e p a rt­ 
m ents 16 cookbooks. 
T he la s t one th a t 
w as Issued w as published by th e board 
o f vocational educatlftn. 
T his is a board 
organized by th e congress fo r th e purpose 
o f reh a b ilita tin g crippled soldiers o f th e 
W orld w ar, to prevent, a s fa r a s possible, 
th e ir becom ing derelicts in life. . . ." I t 
m ay be o f In terest to s ta te th a t w hile th e 
governm ent h a s been issuing 16 cookbooks 
a n d consum ing v a s t q u an tities o f p rin t 
p ap e r in th ese an d sim ilar useless publi­ 
cations, 1,300 co u n try tow n new spapers 
have suspended in th e la st th re e m o n th s 
because th e y could n o t secure p rin t paper. 
Mr. Reavls and a great many others 
have sensed the feeling in the coun­ 
try and in congress that the time has 
come to put an end to all this sort 
of thing. 
He gives reasons for his 
belief: 
One of the reasons is that the people 
demand that their ta x atio n be reduced. 
F or m any years we have been collecting 
the revenues o f th is governm ent through 
system s of indirect taxation. 
The reve­ 
nues have been collected through a pro­ 
tective tariff and by excise taxation on 
Intoxicating liquors. 
Indirect taxation of 
this kind prevents the people from realiz­ 
in g fully just w ho is paying the expenses 
o f .th e governm ent. 
There w as a tim e 
w hen the expenses of the governm ent 
amounted to only 12 cents per capita per 
year. 
T oday the annual per capita ex ­ 
pense exceeds $60. 
T his trem endous ex ­ 
pense has m ade it necessary to resort to 
direct taxation, and the people have sud­ 
denly become painfully aw are o f w ho 
pays the expenses o f the governm ent. 
I am very certain th at the elim ination 
o f duplications and overlapping In the de­ 
partm ents w ill result in the saving o f 
m illions o f dollars. 
There Is no reason 
Why it should not bs done. 
There is every reason, in the presence 
o f the strife and turmoil that prevail in. 
this country and of tho unrest occasioned^ 
by the high cost of tbs necessaries of life, 
lh a t the governm ent should be put upon 
a sane, efficient and econom ical basis. 
Whoever by public clamor or other 
means can induce congress aud the 
executive departments to organise the 
routine business of the national gov­ 
ernment will have performed a great 
public service. 
Note that I say “or­ 
ganize” and not “reorganize,” for in 
ae proper sense has the federal busi­ 
ness ever been organized.

governing the Ada Chamber of Com­ 
merce will be presented for adop­ 
tion at a general meeting of the 
C. of C. membership tonight at 7 
o'clock in the Chamber rooms. 
The meeting will be called promptly; 
and will be dismissed exactly at 
7:45, William Miller, field secretary 
of the Bureau of Organization, Chi­ 
cago, who has charge of comple&ffif 
the local organization, asserted this 
morning. This will permit all mem­ 
bers who so desire to reach pre­ 
cinct political meetings. 
Provisions for the election of offi­ 
cers and directors constitute perhaps 
the most important section of the 
constitution as it was drawn up and 
approved by a committee of five 
local members this week. The annual 
nomination primary election for di­ 
rectors, according to the proposed 
constitution, shall be held on the 
last Monday in November and the 
final election on the second Monday 
in December. This year, it provides, 
the nomination primary for directors 
shall be held January 19 and the 
final election January 25. 
To Nominate Soon. 
• 
It is the tentative plan of the 
Ada Chamber of Commerce to elect 
14 directors. In the nominations, the 
28 most prominently mentioned per­ 
sons will be chosen as candidates 
and on January 25, 14 of these will 
be elected. The seven receiving the 
greatest number of votes in the 
final election N rill be elected for 
two years and the remainder for 
one year. Thereafter, seven will be 
chosen each year and all shall serve 
two years. 
Ten days after the annual elec­ 
tion, it is proposed, 
rectors 
shall meet and elect officers for the 
ensuing yea^ These shall include 
president, two vice-presidents, and 
a treasurer. All of these, except the 
treasurer, must be members of the 
board of directors. The board shall 
employ a manager who shall be 
secretary.
